Iron In Pharmacy. 


The pharmacopoeia, has long recon* 


mended iron wire as material for iron 
preparations. 
Musical wire, being ateel 


and therefore purer, ia also often ap- 
plied and yields sufficiently pare prep- 
arations. More lately there have been 
recommended for this purpose soft steel 
drillings, as being cheaper, purer and 
not so difficult to dissolve as wire, which 
by the various processes of forginar, ham- 
mering, rolling and final drawing be- 
comes denser and harder. 


The more impure an iron the quicker 


it will dissolve, but the same piece of 
iron or steel will moro rapidly dissolve 
the less it has undergone the mechanical 
treatments in question. Thus, if tlie im- 
mense amount of mechanical labor be 
considered-to which an iron or stff 1 bar 
is subjected in reducing its diameter to 
that of wire, it is argued that soft steel 
drillings, shavings or turnings deserve 
preference. In a word, the turnings and 
drillings of axles and steel boiler plate, 
which can be obtained at any sfeel works 
or machine shop, are ranked among the 
purest brands of iron, in the chemical 
sense of the word. According to ex- 
perts, it may be considered a practical 
rule that any brand of steel capable of 
making good axle or boiler plate will 
also yield pure preparations on dissolv- 
ing.—New York Tribune.

VIRTUE OF THE POWER CON- 
ferred by the laws of the State of Ne- 


vada, the Board of County Commissioners, 
n and for Washoe county, do orduin as fol- 
ows: 


SECTION 1. Section one of Town Ordinance

A letter from Congressman Newlands 


replying to an inquiry of the editor of 
the Walker Lake Bulletin regarding the 
Silver party is published in the JOUB- 
NAL. 
Mr. Newlands reiterates the 


opinion expressed by him in his letter 
to the Washington Pvst. 
He does not 


see how Nevada can identify herself 
with either of the old parties, and in 
that respect agrees with our Senators. 
Neither does he see "how Nevada can 
identify itself with the Populists so 
long as they remain wedded to im- 
practicable theories and under weak 
leadership, and for these reasons ex- 
hibit only waning strength."

I do not see how Nevada can identi- 


fy herself with the Republican party 
so long as that party persists in being 
a sectional party, representing prac- 
tically only the interests of the New 
England and Middle States as manu- 
facturing and creditor States. 


I do not see how Nevada can identify 


herself with the Democratic party so 
long as that party allies itself with 
New York and allows it to dominate its 
financial policy. 


I do not see how Nevada can afford 


to identfy herself with the Populist 
party so long as that party remains 
wedded to impractical theories, con- 
tinues under weak leadership and for 
these reasons exhibits only waning 
strength. 


Until changes take place which will 


warrant our identification either with 
one of the existing parties or with 
some new national party, which will 
believe in a strong American policy on 
the Bnancial and industrial questions 
and will embrace the independent 
minds of the country, I believe it to be 
the true policy of Nevada to maintain 
her independent Silver organization 
and that her example should be fol- 
lowed by all the other mining States.

BKCEPTION. 


Ex-Pre*ldent Harrison's Remarks Criti- 


cised 
by 
Senator 
Stewart—Troth 


Make* Harrison tat Bad as Cleveland. 
EDITOE JODBXAI.:—The wickedness of 


Cleveland's administration has relieved 
the administration of President Harri- 
son from the odium of being the worst 
in history. The denunciations of Cleve- 
land on account of the want and misery 
he has produced the ex-President re- 
gards as laudation of himself. A few 
days ago in a public speech he told the 
people of Indiana that the hard times 
resulted from a Democratic threat to 
revise the tariff. On the twenty-eight 
of December last he told the people of 
Trinidad, Colorado, that "There are 
clear indications now in England and 
La Germany of the effects of 
the 


scarcity of gold and its prostrating 
effect upon their industries." He did 
not tell the people of Indiana or Col- 
orado why the scarcity of gold does not 
produce the same effect in the United 
States that it does in Eurcpe, nor why 
a common cause does not produce 
common effect throughout the civilizea 
world. 


Why did he find it necessary to 


ignore the fact that gold contraction is 
ruining the country by the absurd 
pretense that a mere threat of tariff 
legislation was the cause of the scarcity 
of money and hard times ? The answer 
is easy. TJ have admitted the truth 
would have made him as bad as Cleve- 
land. Tney are both gold standard 
contractionists, faithful servants of an 
alien gold syndicate located in London, 
with a branch in New York. He dare 
not accuse Mr. Cleveland of his real 
offense, because such accusation would 
be his own condemnation. It would 
not do for either of the two men who 
inaugurated 
and executed a policy 


which brought on a panic and sent 
misery to every household in the land 
to call attention to the wicked deeds of 
the other. In his Trinidad speech he 
said: 


Now I say to you what I sai3 when I 
was President, and what I have always 
believed, that a larger use of silver for 
money and free coinage of silver upon 
a basis to be agreed upon that would 
maintain its parity with gold, was good 
for the whole world. I do not believe 
we could run free coinage ourselves, 
while the European governments were 
pursuing the policy they have been 
pursuing with silver, but there are 
clear indications now in England and 
in Germany of the effects of the scarcity 
of gold and its prostrating effects upon 
the industries. I believe these two 
great countries are nearer right to-day 
than they have been for the past 
twenty years. 


What consequence is it whether Mr. 


Harrison believes in a larger use of 
silver for money or not, if he does not 
believe the United States has power to 
coin and use silver as money ? Why 
does he not believe that we could run 
free coinage ourselves without the aid 
of foreign governments ? Does not the 
Constitution authorize and require the 
United States to do that very thing, 
and have we not mints erected for that 
very purpose ? What does he mean by 
coinage "upon a basis to be agreed 
upon that would maintain its parity 
with gold, was good for the whole 
world ?" What have we to do with 
parity ? Wcat we want is money which 
will be on a parity with justice; money 
which will maintain the stability of 
prices. Bimetallism is not the result 
of parity between the two metals, but 
parity always has and always will re- 
sult from bimetallism. The quantity 
of the two metals which can be coined 
into a given number of dollars will 
have the same market value. If either 
is more abundant than the other, or 
more easily acquired, it will be used 
until the other becomes more abund- 
ant or more easily acquired. The fact 
that gold and silver were equally con- 
vertable into money during all the ages 
pravious to 1873 made them equally 
desirable and maintained the parity. 
If silver is now more abundant than 
gold, and the United States will open 
her mints, we will have the best of all 
the world until gold becomes the plen- 
tier metal. 


But I did not commence this letter 


with a view of arguing the silver ques- 
tion. My object in writing is to call 
attention to the fact that ex-President 
Harrison is on another campaign of; 
deception in the interest of the gold 
syndicate of New York and London. 
He was elected on a platform which de- 
clared that " The Republican party is 
in favor of the use of both gold and 
silver as money, and condemns the 
policy of the Democratic administra- 
tion in its efforts to demonetize silver." 
He used the power and patronage of 
his office to prevent silver legislation. 
The Sherman act was extorted from 
him to save his admimstation from de- 
feat on the tariff bill. He would not 
execute that act according to its letter 
or spirit, or in the interest of the 
American people. The Treasury notes 
issued in the purchase of 4,500,000 
ounces of silver bullion per month 
made it discretionary with the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to redeem them in 
gold or silver coin, but the third sec- 
tion provided that " he (the Secretary 
of the Treasury) shall coin of the silver 
bullion purchased under the provisions 
of this act, as much as may be necesary 
to provide for the redemption of the 
Treasury notes herein provided for." 
President Harrison refused to coin and 
pay out silver in redemption of Treas- 
ury notes as provided in the act of 1890, 
or to use silver as money in any form 
so long as foreign syndicates desired 
gold for export. France and Germany 
with the same discretion to redeem 
their obligations in either go'd or sil- 
ver and without a mandatory law com- 
pelling them to coin silver for such 
redemption refused to pay out gold 
for export. It was the conspiracy 
between the Harrison and Cleveland 
administration and the gold exporters 
Vhioh depleted khe Treasury and

brought on the panic. It was the com- 
bination between Gladstone's 
and 


Cleveland's administrations and the 
New York and London gold syndicate 
which suspended 
coinage in India, 


forced the repeal of the Sherman law, 
and filled the civilized world with 
misery and starvation. It took patron- 
age as well as moneyed influences to 
secure the co-operation of the majority 
of the Democrats in the two Houses of 
Congress, while the Cleveland gold 
policy was eagarly sustained by nearly 
a unanimous vote of the Republicans in 
both Houses. The gold ring had the 
Republican leaders and had used them 
for years, and when the syndicate ac- 
quired Cleveland, it secured the Demo- 
cratic party. 


Fortunately a third party was organ- 


ized and cast more than a million votes 
in 1892, and now forms a nucleus 
around which the people may rally and 
rescue the country from the grasp of 
gold contraction and the rule of the 
money powers. Every effort will be 
made by the Republicans of the North 
to insult the South and keep it solid 
for Democracy, and every effort will be 
made to keep the North solid for the 
Republicans by misrepresenting the 
South ,md the West. Inconsequential 
and worn-out issues will be brought to 
the front to deceive the people and 
prevent the success of the third party 
in its uprising for liberty. Although 
the policy of Cleveland's administra- 
tion to demonetize silver made Harri- 
son President, and although the re- 
doubled efforts of Cleveland to serve 
the gold combination may for the time 
have made people forget the efforts of 
Harrison in the same direction, the 
fraud is at last exposed. The real 
causie of hard times has been discov- 
ered. The perpetrators of the wrong 
are known. The time is past for any 
gold standard contractionist to gain 
popularity because some other gold 
standard contractionist is worse than 
he is. 


Ex-President Harrison's electioneer- 


ing campaign will call attention to his 
efforts to demonetize silver when Pres- 
ident, and will not benefit him. He 
may relieve Mr. Cleveland from some 
of the odium of pai'alyzing the indus- 
tries of the United States by remind- 
ing the people that he and Mr. Cleve- 
land are jointly responsible for the 
distress of the country.

AN ATROCIOUS MUKDER. 


An Old Lady Butchered iu Antelope 


Valley. 


Last Thursday afternoon Mr. aad 


Mrs. Howell called at the residence of 
Mrs. Adeline Eggleston, who lived 
alone on her farm in Antelope Valley, 
Mono 
county, 
California. 
They 


knocked at the door and receiving no 
reply wont to the back door, and look- 
ing through the window saw Mrs. 
Ejfgleston lying on the floor and upon 
entering the house saw that she had 
been murdered. Her head had been 
crushed with a hatchet, and her neck 
and body showed that she had been 
stabbed in twenty-five places, and a 
lard can placed on her head. The floor 
and walls of the kitchen were spattered 
with blood, and a bottle half filled with 
whisky was or the table. 


Mrs, 
Eggleston was 65 years of age 


and she lived alone on the ranch, her 
nearest neighbor being a half milo 
distant. 
The body was brought to 


Carson for interment beside her hus- 
band, who died in 1890. 


The Carson papers say various theo- 


ries are advanced regarding the mur- 
der, but as Indians were seen about 
the houso it is believed that they com- 
mitted the deed. A gold watch and 
some other valuables were left undis- 
turbed, indicating that robbery was 
not the motive for the murder. The 
News says many incline to the belief 
that a white man or woman committed 
the atrocious deed. It is not probable 
that Indians were the murderers as 
they would not have left a bottle half 
filled with whisky on the table.
